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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-17 are 
allowed because the recited combination of a shield with two sides with a nipple 
extending from one or both sides and the cover or covers entirely enclosing the nipple 
rotating from one side to the other side was not found in the prior art. 

See US Patents 5,578,058 and 6,436,125 and 5,273,172, these can not be 
reasonably interpreted to form a rejection to overcome the applicants claims. The cover 
of 5,578,058 does not entirely cover the nipple and cannot be rotated to the other side 
of the shield. 6,436,125 does not have a cover or covers for the nipple. 5,273,172 does 
not rotate from one side of the shield to the other side of the shield.
